_ Of the 29 who responded “Yes” to the last question, a great variety 
of answers was given indicating a most wholesome situation in our churches 
with respect to world-wide evangelism. The answers include activities by 
Sunday Schools, Luther Leagues, prayer groups, and special projects = 
as foreign scholarships, box work and many others. 


Two notable advances in Foreign Mission activity were made this 
year, namely: Redeemer, Milwaukee, has assumed: the support of a mis- 
sionary in India at $1200. per year; and St. Marks, Fargo, has subscribed 
for a $200. Parish Abroad, Epiphany, Milwaukee, has supported a mis- 


sionary in China for several years.

The Foreign Mission Debt, which came about in various ways as a 
result of the World War, amounted to $457,000. in 1928. Through the 
efforts of the Executive Secretary of the Foreign Board, Dr. Paul W. 
Koller, $200,000. has been secured by way of personal gifts, and through 
the Epiphany Appeals of the last few years $137,000 has been contributed. 
The debt is now $120,000. The United Lutheran Church, at the Savannah 
Convention authorized the continuance of the Epiphany Appeal in Church 
and Sunday School for this biennium. Such action shows a wholesome at- 
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titude on the part of our general body, and betokens the interest of our 
thousands of congregations in this mighty work.

THE REPORT OF THE ‘SYNODICAL BOARD 
OF HOME MISSIONS : 


| The expectation expressed in last year's report that the business of 

Home Missions could be administered without further decreases in salary 
or failures to meet obligations as they occur, was fully realized during 1935. 
‘The Board of American Missions made the same allottment to the Synod 
for 1936 as it did for 1935 and the Synodical budget also was kept approx- 
imately at the same figure and seemed adequate to the needs of the work 
being done. | 


Once more then the Home Mission enterprise of our Sivacd has reached 

the state of stability and we look forward to progress, not only in the 
approach toward self support on the part of the missions now organized, 
but to a real extension of the work and continued advance in the winning of 
One of the striking features of this year’s progress has been the work | 
of the Board of American Missions along church extension lines. With the 
_ @lection of a new secretary of church extension and finance, in the person 
of Mr. H, Torrey Walker, this department of the Board's activity has | 

- geached a new stage of efficiency. The old church extension loans are 
being put on a fair way to gradual payment. The new rules adopted by 
the Board have this in mind and the congregations within the Synod of the 
_ Northwest as a rule have accepted them with good grace. Those that have 
special reasons for some modifications of the rules are espe! and being» 
fairly considered by the Board of American Missions. _ 


On the other hand the Board has recognized the strntnesiedl circumstances. 
in many of the congregations due to the heavy indebtedness incurred before 
1929 and the stringency in funds since then and has come to the rescue of 
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our at Great Falls, Waukesha, Marshfield, and 


helped them by substantial additional grants to re-finance both with ad- 


_ vantage to themselves and protection to the investments of the Board. 


In the light of these achievements, we are extremely happy to have 
Mr. Walker himself as the representative of the Board, at our Convention 
this year, and we look forward to continued happy relationships and 
the Kingdom. 


In the matter of Home Mission growth within ‘th 
are aided by the funds either of the Board or of the Synod, the accompany- 
ing tabulation gives evidence. Two churches have gone off the rolls of those 
receiving Home Mission aid, namely: Faith, Winona, Minnesota, and Our 
Saviour’s, Fond du Lac, Wisconsin. The latter for this year receives a 
small amount to help pay its interest. Two other congregations having 
gone beyond the time alloted by the 1932 rules of the Board for receiving 
aid, have been transferred wholly to the list of synodical missions and 
get no further’ aid from the general Board, They are Redeemer, Hartford, 
Wisconsin, and First English, Winnipeg, Manitoba. Six other congre- 
gations made substantial reductions in their requests for aid for 1936. 
These and other smaller reductions made it possible for the Synodical Com- 
mittee to keep within its combined budget and at the same time undertake 
some substantial new work. 


congregations that 


_ Outstanding among the new achievements of the year is the organiza- 
tion of the Lake of the Isles English Lutheran Church, Minneapolis. This 
work was undertaken in February, 1935, by the president of the Synod 
under instructions of the Synodical Committee. After a year's develop- 
ment it reached the minimum number of members set by the Committee, 


“namely fifty, on February 23, 1936, and thereby became an accepted 


organized congregation on our Home Mission roll. The congregation has 
called the Rev. Albert E. Birch of Zumbrota and Goodhue, Minnesota, 
who accepted the call and has been in charge of the work since March. 15, 
1936. The Board of American Missions has also granted the congregation 
a Church Extension Loan, conditioned upon the raising of an amonnt 
equal to what it asks, to enable it to purchase the building which to a 


large extent has been the inspiration to its organization. The church is a 


large stone structure, Gothic in design, beautifully located on the shore of 
one of the city’s gem-like lakes, and yet in the heart of a community of 
many thousands of residents, and with no other church closer than a mile 
distant. It was built as a community church in 1929, and cost $172,000. 
‘The congregation that built it disbanded in 1933, and for two years it stood 
unused. It is offered to the new congregation for $50,000, on unbelievably 
easy terms and at a very low rate of interest. The prospects are for the 
early development of’a strong and consecrated church that will be a credit to 


the Synod and a glory to her Lord. 


Another amazing development of the year is one that while techinally 
not a mission, is a true indication of the ripeness of our territory to

_ limitations of the field both geographically and in population led the 
Minnesota sub-committee of the Board to refuse to recommend financial 

- support. Not daunted by this disappointment, Mr. Dehaan and his wife 
moved into the field and within a few weeks had developed a congregation 
that adopted the model constitution of the U. L. C. A., applied for admit- 
tance into the Synod, and issued Mr. Dehaan a call to become its pastor, 
He accepted the call, and thus became eligible to ordination according to 
action upon the Ex@mining Committee's recommendation of last year, and 
Faith Lutherany€ arch of Swanburg, Minnesota is pueecents congregation 
worthy of enrollment oe the Synod. ! 


The aid given our missions by Auxiliaries of the Church is a sub- 
stantial contribution to our enterprise. The Women's Missionary Society 
of the Wisconsin Conference has aided St. John’s, Beaver Dam; Nativity, 
Milwaukee; and Calvary, Antigo; by substantial contributions for the 

- improvement of their properties and additions to their equipment. The 
Central Conference society did likewise for the Lake of the Isles church 
in Minneapolis. The Wisconsin State Luther League appropriated $50.00 
for home mission work, and at the Board’s suggestion it was devoted to 
the new church at Swanburg, Minnesota. Reciprocally, the Minnesota State 
Luther League is helping the Calvary church, Antigo, Wisconsin, 


There have been no changes of pastors among the missions during the 
past year. Very recently, however, the Rev. H. N. Stoffel, of Billings 
Montana, has resigned First church to accept a call to La Crosse, Wisconsin. 


Nativity, Milwaukee, under the leadership of the Rev. A. C. Baugh- 
man, has erected a beautiful brick chapel on a well located lot on Blue — 
Mound Road at North 69th street. The congregation began worshiping in 
the basement of the church early in the Fall. _ : 


Besides the churches that were enabled to refinance through the special 
aid of the Board of American Missions, as mentioned above, Jackson Park 
and Pentecost, Milwaukee, and First church, ea Montana, have also — 
refinanced to their material advantage. 


Two communities that were called to: the synodical Board's s attention 
as prospective mission fields were canvassed during the year, Random 
Lake, Wisconsin, was studied quite thoroughly, and canvassed' by a group 
of cooperating pastors under the leadership of Conference President, E. R. 

- Wicklund. After hearing the reports of these activities and investigations 

the Board decided“t hat the field belonged to the Evangelical church now 
located in the town, and that the -eotaramecceaal se for its eingeiration be- 
longed to that church. 


‘The Boand whployed John Gable to survey 
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The Wisconsin Conference pntlieia the Board to place a field 
missionary on its territory. The Board regretted its financial inability to 
comply with the request, but requested the Board of American Missions 
to set aside a small surplus in its allotment to the Synod for engaging a 
student or students for investigating fields in the state. 


_ The most pressing need in the near future of our Home Mission work 
will be Church Extension help for some of our newer missions. The num< 
ber of congregations in the Synod that responded to the U. L. C, A.’s 
action setting aside the Lenten and Easter season for Sunday school offerings 
for this cause was miserably small. The least this Synod can do is to keep 
its people informed on the importance of such aid. Our missions too, 
beneficiaries of Church Extension, especially those that have become other- 
- wise self-supporting, should take seriously their obligation to pay off these 
loans; for that is the best way of insuring such needed aid as the new 
missions should have. Then thirdly, Church Extension is one of the best 
possible objects of bequests and memorial gifts, for it works perpetually 
in the advancement of the Kingdom. 


Again we say, Home Missions built this Synod; the Northwest a: 
be filled with Home Mission zeal.

President Gerberding presented 
THE — OF THE PRESIDENT 


This is the second time that the Synod has had the privilege of meeting 
in Holy Trinity Church, St. Paul. Five years ago the last day of the 
Convention was held here. Holy Trinity is celebrating its 50th Anniversary — 
this year and it is fitting that it, as one of the Charter Members of the 
Synod, should entertain the organization which it helped to found, Holy 
Trinity has had a steady growth. It organized with sixteen members on July 
9th, 1886. Its growth has been consistent until at the present time its 
membership numbers 839. Its founder was the sainted Rev, A. J. D. Haupt. . 
Other pastors have been W. L. Smith, W. H. Zuber, E. L. Warstler, - 
O. S. Yerger, J. F. Beates, and D. E. Bosserman. The Rev. G. C. Koehler is 
our genial host for this meeting, 


The building is the product of the labors of the previous pastor, the 
Rev, D. E. Bosserman who served the church from 1917 to 1929. We con- 
gratulate the congregation upon the completion of its half century of service 
to the church and hope that our meeting here may bring to it some inspir- — 
ation and resolution to continue in its spirit ¢ loyalty to the Lord and to_ 
His church. 


‘THE STATE OF THE CHURCH = > 


_ Instead of attempting to adjudge the state of the church by a 1 study of 
dieciitivattee, forms, and methods, your president this year has tried to 
ascertain from the pastors certain attitudes of our constituency by asking 
four simple questions. Since it was trends, rather than actual computible 
conditions he was trying to ascertain, he did not put on the usual pressure 
to get replies from all pastors. He appreciates the fact however that seventy 
of the eighty-five in charge of congregations replied. The care with which 
they cooperated is evidenced in the fact that fifty-five of them wrote extra 
comments, seven writing rather lengthy letters on the questions proposed. 


- Seven suggested additional questions. Most of these evidently refer to 
- specific local problems, namely, apathy of members, or their fear of under- 
_ taking too much, or their lack of interest in personal work, or their arro- 
gance over their pastor, or their inactivity in general. One refers to the 
: me’ s extra-official personal spiritual ministrations, and one to the effect 
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_ of present social conditions upon the people’ s attitude toward the deiick 


The president's questions were asked with a view to ascertaining the 


degree of devotion to the Lord and to His purpose for the church in 


general, and whether the Synod is alert to - challenge of the times. 


The first question had to do with a highly crucial question on personal 
attitudes toward Christ. It read: 


“Are your church members as a rule cognizant of their per- 
sonal blessings in Christ? (If their loyalty is largely to the congre- 
gation as a society or to the pastor as a revered friend, and not 
to Christ as God and Savior, answer “No’”.) ee 


This of course is a difficult question to answer categorically. Seven 
pastors refer to this difficulty explicitly, and others infer it by expressing 
doubts as to their answers, or by saying “In the main”, or that they hope 
so, or are trying, or that such recognition of Christ is growing. Some 
express regret at giving a negative reply. These answers indicate a 
practically _unanimous realization of the essential purpose of their work 
on the part of the pastors, 


A wholesome condition in the Synod at large is shown by affirma- 
tive answers in fifty-two congregations and negative in only nine. Some 
of the criteria of judgements given are suggestive; viz. growth of the 
Family Altar, attendance at services, and proportion of members attending 


the Lord’s Supper. One says Drocdt because while only 80% contribute, : 


88% commune! 
The second question is vital to the Senne and the United Sheen 


Church in America as each “a congregation of congregations’, as each a 


worthy and recognized common agency of them, and as each in —_ a 
true church. It reads: 


“De they look upon the church beyond the congregation, 
-e, g., the Synod and U. L. C. A., as something outside of their 
Christian interests, not of any spiritual benefit to them and not 
part of their responsibility in Christ?” . 


To this quedion there are forty-six negative answers, and eighteen 
affirmative. Seven say about half and half. Although a few give 


-@s a reason for considering the Synod and United Lutheran Church 


in America things apart from their spiritual blessings their isolation from 
sister congregations, others refer to the consciousness of the Church's wide 
reach as a source of encouragement and strength. Nevertheless, the fact 
that in so large a number of congregations synodical consciousness is lack- 
ing or without blessing, even if only in the mind of the pastor, should lead 
us. to examine ourselves as an organization and as administrators, and to 
strive to manifest the grace that should be ours as a Church. | 


The third question is occasioned by the spirit of the doves. Perhaps 


; itis he formulated this question, your president was unduly alarmed by 
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in current: political speeches; or difficulties he 
has encountered in some of his contacts with church councils in his en- 


_deavors to guide them according to correct congregational procedure, for 


there was more unanimity in the replies than to any other. The question is 
this: | 


“Are they infected in their attitude toward the church at 
large with the current apparent suspicion against all wide and 
powerful super organizations and against any authority such as 
the church council's; pastor’ s; synod’s; or U. L. C. A.’s?” | 


Fifty-nine anwwered.” ‘no” and only eight answered “‘yes’’. The others 
were non-committal, There are special circumstances in all communities 


where the answer was “yes. In five of them there have been recent — 


violent labor difficulties. Your president is not convinced that the pastors 
as a rule are quite alert to the effect of present social and economic forces 
upon the thinking of the constituencies on matters of administration. 


The fourth question looks to the future, and is concerned with the 
| loyalty of the young people. It reads as follows: 


“Are the young people (between confirmation and marriage) 
_ maintaining their loyalty to and interest in the church as well as 
you would expect them to (by normal wholesome Christian stand- 


ards, not “pietistic’”’.) 


The replies indicate a general satisfaction with the devotion of the 


church's youth. Fifty-one say “yes”, fifteen say ‘no’. There were four 
comments that are quite suggestive and worthy of consideration by all. 
They agree that their young people are not appealed to by special organi- 
zations for them, while they are more loyal to the services of worship and 
to the Lord's Supper than in the past. Two of these pastors cast real 
doubt upon the adequancy of our present setup for young people's work, 
and another proposes a striking new plan for holding their interest after 
Confirmation. May we not be letting sentimental loyalty to organizational 
forms, perhaps now becoming obsolescent, blind us to new demands created 


by recent revolutionary changes in the youth outlook? 
Your president offered this questionaire as merely suggestive. Most 


of those who replied accepted it as it was, But some went beyond it and 


described phases. of their local conditions in careful detail. This he appre- 


ciates, especially since most of them indicate serious concern for their con-_ 


_ gregation’s spiritual welfare. He regrets ase cannot report these circum-

Although the Conference has no legislative authority, it expressed: 


itself by formal resolutions on many of these questions, and its conclusions 


will no doubt have great weight in the determination of the policies of the 


Church. 


In the matter of the Grace System, presented by your president, while 
he was not successful in securing a resolution in its favor, he is confident 


that the principle of benevolence as a grace rather than as a matter of le- 
galistic enforcement was generally accepted, even where the method of 


apportionment is retained in other 


Your president must regretfully report that during the year past he was 


impelled to institute an investigation into the conduct of one of the pastors 
of the Synod. While no charges had been formulated or preferred in a con- 


stitutional manner against the minister in question many oral complaints 
had been made by other pastors, and in a petition signed by several mem- 
bers of the congregation and presented to the president of the conference, 
one complaint seemed to your president to justify his institution of a formal 
investigation under Article IX, Section 1. 3, and Section II., A. 3. This 
was done, in accordance with Section IL, B, paragraph 1. Before the 
committee formulated any findings such as are suggested in paragraphs 2 
or 3 of that section, the pastor involved pled ill-health and expressed a de- 


sire to resign from the congregation. In view of the committee's opinion 


that a resignation would be the best practical solution of the difficulty, no 


‘findings were adopted and the matter was dropped as soon as the résigna- 


tion was presented and accepted by the congregation. 


This incident suggests two considerations vital to the welfare of the 
Synod: 


One is that pastors and church councils familiarize themselves with . 
the constitutional provisions for the discipline of pastors. It is utterly unfair 


to the president to demand, as is often done, that he summarily dismiss pas- 


tors who are under suspicion, or who may not fully measure up to the 


high ideals of some members or brother pastors. *Without formal charges 
preferred by a church council or by three pastors the president can do 
little; and if those properly authorized and claiming to have knowledge of 


faults worthy of discipline haven't evidence sufficient to warrant them to 
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prefer charges it is hbobetible for the president to do iia He ual 
therefore urge, first that Christian charity be exercised before recourse is 
taken to discipl measures; and second, that when it becomes apparent 
that the work of the Church is hampered by a minister's character or con-. 
duct, those having knowledge of the facts in the case exercise courage in 
formulating definite charges and see them through the proper constitutional 


The other consideration your president would call to the Synod's atten- 
tion is that in all matters of pastoral relationships the welfare of the congre- 
gations is the fundamental concern. The Church exists for the members of 
the congregation, and not for the sake of pastors. This is said with prac- 
tical reference to situations such’ as made necessary the above mentioned 

| investigation. When any large element in a congregation, even though it 
- gg Pell be a minority, is beyond the reach of a pastor's ability to win to 
wit to the church as a whole, and he is the stumbling block in their 
~ ‘way, it is his duty to ask the president's service in seeking a call else- 
~~ where; and if that cannot be consummated, to resign without a call, for 
a the sake of the souls that are otherwise kept from the joyous and peace- 
~ftl exercise of their religious activities, No consideration of personal 
prestige, “rights’, or comfort, are warrant for a pastor's causing any

CONCLUSION 


year due to the continued financial stress 
both in congregations and in the work of the Synod. And yet with all of the 
financial problems there have been apparent new opportunities. There is 
no limit to the possibilities for effective work and for growth in our Synod. 


It has also been a most hopeful year. There have been perceptible up- 


turns, both in the subscriptions reported as a result of last fall's every- 


member visitation and in the actual income for portions of this past year 
compared with the corresponding periods in the year previously. There 


have been considerable evidences of patience under trial, on the part of — 


pastors and church councils. There has been a fine cooperative spirit in 
all of the general undertakings of the church. The fact that there have 
been few vacancies has caused difficulty from an administrative standpoint 
but from the standpoint of the congregations on the whole that condition 
has been a salutary one, It is a distinct contrast to circumstances of several 
years ago when there were long periods of vacancies in many of the 


churches. The fact that four new congregations have applied for member- 


ship within the Synod without the services of field missionaries is also an. 
encouragement as to the future of our great body, 


The Church need not and should not be greatly affected by conditions 
in the world. In this year of a presidential election when the country has 
passed through such a crisis economically and socially, there is danger that 
the church may be filled with the spirit of controversy and antagonism en- 
gendered in the campaign. But evidence so far has been that this is not the 
case. The church must continue to realize its spiritual character, and 
having its eyes fixed on its Lord, the Christ, and its hands stretched out 
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toward the unsaved world, including the souls at our very Seiie the church 
will come through uncontaminated by worldly conditions. 


This year should not recognition of the af 

twenty-five years of service by our faithful treasurer, Mr. J. K. Jensen. 
There can be no doubt that to him above all living men, the ‘Synod of the 
Northwest owes credit for its spirit, its good name in the church at large, 
the efficient stewardship of its beneficences, the growth of its missions, and 
its discontent with all its shortcomings. His modesty will deprecate this, 
but common honesty demands that this much at least be said at this com- 
pletion of a quarer of a century's — and soulful Service by such 
a man of God. 


At the close of this third term of your cuades incumbency, he re- 
turns the office to the Synod grateful for the privilege of having served 
and for the many signs of love and affection that have been shown to him 
in his contacts with congregations and pastors.

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Beossicki presen ted the 
REPORT OF THE HISTORIAN 


In anticipation of the approaching date of the Golden Jubilee of the 
English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest, to take place in 
1941, your historian has undertaken to gather complete data on all con- 
gregations and pastors whose names now appear on the Synodical Roll. 
Accordingly, 97 complete sets of questionaires were sent out to all clerical 
members of Synod accompanied by a letter stating the purpose of the 
guestionaires. 52 reports have been received and acknowledged by the 
historian. 45 reports are yet to be received. Some material of historical 
value has been received from the effects of the former MMetorien; the late 
Dr. Haupt. 


It is our purpose to compile a complete record of the Synod from 
these reports and all other existing sources of information, including all 
-_ auxiliaries and institutions, such as the Seminary, the Missionary and Sun- 
day School organizations, Luther Leagues and Brotherhoods, into a cumula- 
tive record which may be kept up-to-date by annual supplements. Such a 
record will be invaluable as a ready source of information and indis- 
pensable for the compilation of a Golden Jubilee History. Your Historian 
has been assured of the hearty co-operation of the officers of Snyod, the 
president of the Seminary and others, some of whom have already under- 
taken to write complete histories of their respective organizations. _

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THE REPORT OF THE NECROLOGIST 
The Rev. Joseph Stump, D, D., L. L. D., L. H. D. 


The Rev. Joseph Stump, D. D., L. L. D., L. H. D., first and only 
president of Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary, Minneapolis, 
and dean of American Lutheran theologians, died in St. Barnabas Hospital, 
Minneapolis, late Friday afternoon, May 24, 1935, He was stricken with a 
cerebral hemorrhage the previous Tuesday when apparently in good health. 
He lost consciousness on ‘Wednesday and did not regain it before he died. 


President Stimap completed his twentieth year as a professor of dog- 


matic theclogy in the spring of 1935. He headed that department in the 


Chicago Lutheran Theological Seminary in 1915, and when Northwestern 
Seminary was founded in 1920 he was called by the English Lutheran 
Synod of the Northwest to be its first president, and has served in that 


institution ever since. In that time it has prepared over 100 young men 


for the ministry. 


Besides teaching, Dr. Stump wrote several books on educationa! and 
theological subjects that have a wide range of usefulness in*the Lutheran 
Church, His “Explanation of Luther's Small Catechism" is the most widely 
used textbook of instruction for confirmation in the English language. His 
recent two volumes, “The Christian Life’ and “The Christian Faith’, are 


the accepted textbooks on ethics and dogmatics in practically all Lutheran 


Theological Seminaries. In addition to these works he wrote “Bible Story” 
and “Bible Teachings’, popular textbooks for primary and senior Sunday 
School classes, and a biography of Philip Melanchthon, popular for use in 
young people's societies. 


Among Sunday School teachers’ associations and young people's 
groups Dr. Stump was especially popular because of his happy gift of 
presenting deep religious truths clearly and pleasantly, He was an expert 
at illustrations and analogies. 


~The deceased completed 48 years in the Lutheran ministry. He was 
ordained by the Lutheran Ministerium of Pennsylvania in 1887. His college 


training was in Capital University, Columbus, Ohio. He studied theology 


in the Philadelphia Lutheran Theological Seminary, Mt. Airy, Pennsy- 
lvania. He was given ‘honorary degrees by his own, by Muhlenberg and 
by Carthage colleges. 


He was married to Alice A. Cooper in Ephrata, Pennsylvania, in 


1891. He is survived by the widow and six children: Marian of Chicago, 


Illinois; George P., instructor of music at the University of Minnesota :nd — 
in Hamline University; the Rev. Joseph L., of La Crosse, Wisconsin; Mrs. 


C. E. Fritz, until recently of Neenah, Wisconsin; William R. Stump of 
Maywood, Illinois; and Theodore E. Stump of Absarokee, Montana. 


His early ministry was in pastorates at Great Bend and Ephrata in 
Pennsylvania and at Phillipsburg, New Jersey. 


The body lay in state in the chapel of Northwestern Lutheran Theo- 


logical Seminary Sunday and Monday, May 26 and 27. The Rev. W. P.

~The Rev. Martin Christian Daniel Haferman, pastor of Trinity 
Lutheran Church of Lindstrom, Minnesota, since 1925, passed into life 


eternal on Sunday morning, April 26, 1936, after a brief illness due to 


scarlet fever and pneumonia aggravated by exposure in its early stages 
by his conducting a funeral while funning a temperature. He was forty 
years, five months and two days old when he died. 


Pastor Haferman was the son of a Lutheran clergyman, the late Rev. 
Martin. Haferman of Clara City, Minnesota, where he was born. After 
being educated in the public schools there he attended Wartburg College, 
Clinton, Iowa and Wartburg Seminary, Dubuque. His theological train-

Dear Brethren: 


The sixteenth year of Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary 
has come to a close. It was a happy and harmonious year. The sermon 
to the graduating class was preached by the Rev. George C, Koehler, 
S. T. M., member of the Seminary’s first class, that of 1921, in Holy 
Trinity Church, St. Paul, of which he is the pastor. The commencement 
will take place this evening in ne 8 same church, Professor H. B. Reed 
giving the address to the class. | | : 


This is the first annual report of the faculty ¢ to the Board of Directors 
that was not written and submitted by Dr. Joseph Stump. His colleagues 
for so many years do not need to say that his absence is deeply felt, that 
penenen to them and to the Bien school. 
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In view of so great a loss it is a joy to report that God has. blessed 
our school this year and enabled us to do good work in an atmosphere 
of peace and Christian brotherhood. Professor Karl Ermisch has ably 
taken care of the courses in dogmatics and has endeared himself to all 
by his kindly personality and hearty participation in the life of our 
Seminary. Nearly all the students have been actively engaged in church 
work in the congregations of the Twin Cities and have gained valuable 
experience for their future labors. Prof. Lawrence M. Beings has taught 


public speaking throughout the year. 


The library has received large accessions. “ eicceig notable is the 
gift of Dr. Stump’s valuable library, which adds about 4,000 volumes to 
the number of our books, the greater number of them belonging to the 
field of systematic theology and catechetics. The libraries of Drs. Geb- 
hart and Haupt also added about 2,000 books. The new library room is 


rapidly filling up. Librarian Professor Hays has done much work toward 


arranging and classifying these books, and has secured expert help toward 
the task of cataloguing the whole collection. 


Many smaller improvements have been made, which add to the 
comfort and efficiency of Seminary work: A convenient reference room 
has been fitted up; Professor Hays has contributed periodical racks to 
accommodate the magazines and other papers that are subscribed for, and 
a special room is given over to this purpose. A beginning has been made 
through the gifts of friends to the fitting up of the altar and chapel that 
the surroundings of the chapel services may be more worshipful. 


The members of the faculty have been called upon to perform many 
services not directly connected with their office but in the service of the 
- Church. They have preached many sermons and delivered many ad- 
dresses in our Churches, they have taught in Church-workers’ institutes, 
and appeared in many Lutheran assemblies of a general nature both at 
home and in distant places, they have served on the Stewardship and other 
committees of Synod, and have given much time to the publishing and 
preparation and distribution of the family altar books. All these activities, 
of which generally no record is kept, require in the aggregate a large 
amount of time and energy. 


‘ There have been enrolled during the past year six Seniors, three 
Middlers, eight Juniors, and four post-graduates. In addition to these, 
two men who complete their University course this spring and will enter 
the Seminary in the fall have occupied a room in the dormitory. Four 
applications are on file at this early date for next years class; two of 
these are from men of our own Synod. Besides these it does not appear 
that there are any other men of our Synod with the ministry in view who 
are graduating from college this year. i

- In spite of the fact that for some years our seminaries have been grad- 
uating men for whom apparently there has not been room to labor, the 
need for men will eventually arise. It is not a question of having sem- 
inaries without student bodies but of finally needing men when the supply 
will not equal the demand. In the face of this consideration it is incum-— . 


bent upon all of our pastors that they continue to seek well qualified boys 
_ for the ministerial office. 


However in this the emphasis must be laid upon quality rather than 
quantity. ‘The qualifications must be emphasized. In the face of the 
educational systems maintained at the present time and in the face of the 
inroads made into the Christian faith, the men who fill our pulpits must toe 
be well qualified to guide youthful growing minds correctly. 


On the matter of the support which is to be given to students for the 


ministry. whether in college or in the theological seminary your com-

Its achievements durian the six years of its existende consist as 
in developing a fraternal feeling between the overlapping home mission 
agencies and in the adoption of an agreement that no mission work shall 
be undertaken by cooperating synods without the approval of the Council. 


- Quite a few adjustments have been made in communities where the 
interests of several synods were in conflict. We believe that these alone 
are a justification for maintaining this relationship. The council has also 
planned with gratifying results joint meetings of home mission boards 
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annually the past three years when papers and: of a 
lating and edifying character were read, 


The primary purpose of this council as in of 
agreement is the vigorous prosecution of home mission work. However 
up to the present time nothing constructive has been done cooperatively. 
Each board is carrying on its work independently. Your representatives 
are persuaded that this Synod should no longer be satisfied to participate 
in a movement concerned merely with the adjustment of conflicts, but 
should strive to develop a program of cooperative missionary expansion. 


Porthermore, the state of Lutheranism on this territory is such that 
in order to appeal effectively to the thousands of unchurched Lutherans 
the task becomes more than one of establishing new missions even if this 
is done cooperatively. The situation involves the many small churches 
- Of nationalistic groups which constitute scattered and overlapping par- 
ishes. These churches do not reach the younger generation, and stand as 

a barrier to the introduction of adequate work. 


By desis of our position as an English Missionary ceil we believe 
that the time has come when our Synod should insist upon the merging

An extensive educational course is offered through the 
Education Department of the Women’s Missionary Society of the United 

Lutheran Church in the publication of leaflets and program materials; 

through the magazine, “Lutheran Woman’s Work"; and through the Mis- 

sion Study classes which offer two themes every year for studies in home — 
and foreign work. The theme this year for foreign mission study is, 
“Africa”, and for home mission study, “The Negro in America”.

Interest in training and developing youth in the program of the church 
is fostered through the Light Brigade for children, and through organi- 
zations for young women.

‘Once a year, the local society sponsors a public Thank Offering meeting. 
Other outlets for service are found through the Box Work Depart- | 
ment, by which special needs are met in many fields, not only through 

special money gifts, but also by making, purchasing, and sending materials _ 
so often not obtainable on mission fields.
